EFifty-three, in conſideration of Seven hundred and fifty Pounds con- 
Fyeyed to the ſaid William Delver and Thomas Brig/iock Gent. therein 
named, and their Heirs, nevertheleſs as to the Eſtate of the ſaid Thomas 
Brig /tock, in Truſt for the ſaid William Delver and his Heirs ; and they 
the ſaid William Deluer and Thomas Brig flock by his Direction in and 
by other Indentures of Leaſe and Releaſe, dated the Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth Days of the ſame July, made a Mortgage in Fee of the 
fame Premiſes unto Edward Hilſon, of Newington, in the ſaid County of 
„Gentleman, in Conſideration of Four hundred Pounds advanced 
and lent by him to the ſaid William Delver, towards making up the Pur- 
Fehaſe Money, and for 3 the Repayment thereof with Intereſt,

And whereas in the Month of November, One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Fifty-three, the ſaid William Delver did contract with 
Samuel Dicker, late of Walton upon Thames aforeſaid, Eſq; deceaſed, 
to ſell, and the ſaid Samuel Dicker agreed to purchaſe the lower Part 
of the ſaid Wharf Field, taining about half an Acre, for the 
Confideration or Sum of OnE hundred Pounds, which he the aid 
Samuel Dicker then paid to the ſaid William De:ver, and was thereupon 
let into Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Premiſes ſo contrafted for, but no 
Conveyance was then. or at any time thereafter made to him thereof in 
Purſuance or Execution of the ſaid Contract. 


And whereas the ſaid William Delver died on or about the Third 
Day of May, One-thouſand Seven hundred and Fifty-five, leaving 
Iſſue by Anne Delver his Wife (now Anne Field, Wife of William 
Field, of Walton aforeſaid, Wharfinger) Mary Delver his Daughter 
and only Child, an Infant now under the Age of Eight Years; and 
upon his Death the Inheritance of the ſaid Piece of Ground laſt 
mentioned to be contracted for, deſcended upon and veſted in the ſaid 
Mary Delver his Daughter, and Heir at Law. Subjett nevertheleſs to 
the Kid Contract, and to the ſaid Mortgage in Fee made of the ſaid 
Premiſes (together with the other Lands and Tenements. purchaſed of 
the ſaid Henry Palmer as aforeſaid) for ſecuring Four hundred Pounds 
and Intereſt, And the ſaid Anne Delver, ſoon after the Death of the 

faid William Delver her Huſband, made a Leafe of the remaining Part 

of the Wharf Field aforeſaid, containing about one Acre and an half, 

unto the ſaid Samuel Dicker, for a Term of Years determinable on the 
Death of the ſaid Mary Delver the Infant, under the Age of Twenty- 
one years, at the yearly Rent of Four Pounds Five Shillings. 


And whereas the ſaid Samuel Dicter, after the Purchaſe of the 
faid half Acre in Wharf Field aforeſaid from the ſaid William Delver, 
formed and laid out the fame together with a ſmall Piece of Ground 
- adjoining thereto, containing about One fifth Part of an Acre, being 
part of the Land leaſed to him by the faid Anne Deluer, and ſeparated 
and divided from the ſame ' by a Pale Fence into a Lawn and Terras 
Walk at the End of the Garden belonging to the Houle of the ſaid 
Samuel Dicker, in Walton upon Thames aforeſaid, and as Part of the 
Maid Garden.

And whereas the ſaid Samuel Dicker made his laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment in Writing, dated the Twenty-ſeventh Day of December, One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Fifty-nine, and thereby gave and deviſed 
all his Houſes, Lands, and real Eſtate at or near Walken aforeſaid, (ex- 
cept Walton Bridge and the Tolls and Profits thereof) unto his Execu- 
tors, and their Heirs, in Truft, to ſell and diſpoſe of the ſame for the beſt 


Price that they could get for the ſame, and directed that the Money 
ariſing

ariſing by ſuch Sale ſhould be conſidered as Part of his Perſonal Eſtate; 
and he made, conſtituted and appointed Michael Atkins, therein named, 
and Jobn Curtis and Mark Davis of Briftol, Merchants, Executors of 
his ſaid Will, which was proved by the faid John Curtis and Mark Davis 
in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury. 1 


And whereas, the ſaid John Curtis and Mark Davis have contracted 
and agreed for the Sale of the ſaid Samuel Dickers's Capital Meſſuage, 
with the Gardens, Ground, Terras Walk, and Appurtenances thereto 
belonging and therewith uſed and enjoyed in Valton aforeſaid, as the 
ſame were in the Tenure, Poſſeſſion, or Occupation of the ſaid Sammel 
Dicter, upon very advantageous Terms; and by which, in caſe the 
faid Contract can be carried into Execution, a great Augmentation will 
be made to his Eſtate given and deviſed by his Will for the Benefit of 
the Perſons thereby intitled to the ſamee reſpectively. 


And whereas; the ſaid John Curtis and Mark Davis, at the Time of 
entering into the ſaid Contract did apprehend and believe, that the ſaid 
Samuel Dicter their Teſtator was, at the Time of his Death, ſeized of 
and entitled to all the Premiſes agreed by them to be ſold in Fee Simple, 
and Bs did not know that the ſaid One Fifth Part of an Acre, Part of 
_ Wharf Field aforeſaid, ſo taken into and made Part of the ſaid Lawn and 
Terras, was comprized in the ſaid Leaſe from the ſaid Ann Delver; and 
as a good Title cannot be made of that Part of the ſaid Premiſes fo cons 
trated and agreed to be ſold, (and without which the ſaid Contract 
cannot take Effect) by reaſon the Inheritance of the Premiſes is com- 
prized in a Mortgage in Fee, and the Equity of Redemption thereof 
belongs to an Infant; the ſaid Jobn Curtis and Mark Davis, in order to
